Mr. Truman At San Francisco 
/-\NE of the functions of the American presi- 
*-' dency Is to state the Intentions of American 
sovereignty in international relations. 


Mr. Truman did this admirably in his 


•peech at San Francisco Tuesday night. 


Certainly it always has been the intent of 


the people of the United States, as distinct 
from some of the minorities which have mis- 
represented them in Asia, to seek no special 
advantage at the expense of the Asiatici. They 
have been in opposition, and still are in opposi- 
tion, to the kind of colonialism which European 
governments have stood 
for—a 
distinction 


which the Soviet Union hopes to conceal be- 
cause today it has adopted the same European 
practices as its own. 


The United States helped Japan to become 


a great power. 
It intervened In behalf of 


China when that nation had been marked out 
for exploitation without regard to Its own 
sovereignty. It has befriended India in its long 
struggle for independence. It has given in- 
dependence to the Philippines by its own 
decision. 
And now it has gone to war in 


behalf of the Koreans, asking nothing in return 
but their independence. 


No other western country has projected 


Christian precepts more realistically than the 
United States has projected them in Asia. 


It is on a basis of good intent that Mr. 


Truman appeals for Asiatic confidence in the 
United States. When he talks about the pos- 
sibilities of improved living conditions for the 
vast populations of Asia, he is not mouthing 
platitudes; he is expressing the thought of his 
countrymen. 


When he says the United States has no 


desire to dominate and no desire to impose 
anything which is not wanted, he is talking 
about the philosophy of a Christian society 
•which has practiced what he preaches. 


And when he declares that the United 


States believes in the dignity of man and re- 
jects the Communist thesis that man is only 
the servant of political authority, he is talking 
ebout the fundamental proposition of the 
American society. 


The proposition has been under attack by 


Old World authoritarians ever since it was 
stated in the 18th Century. They have tried 
to destroy it in the United States itself, in 
North America, in South America and, of 
course, in Europe. They are resisting it with 
all their power in Asia, where the greatest 
numbers of the world's people live. 


Mr. Truman has served notice that the chal- 


lenge has been accepted there, too. It was ac- 
cepted last June when the United States went 
to the defense of a fledgling Asiatic republic 
which had been marked for a quick and easy 
kjll by a predatory government bossed from 
Moscow.

Which Comes First, Union Or Country? 


NO MATTEH how excited we 


naturally become over the 


prowess and 
heroism 
of our 


troops, the Korean war—as World 
War I and World War II—has 
established the fact that the re- 
alistic strength of this country 
lies in its productive capacity. 
That is our ace in the hole. 


This productive capacity is not 


due to our abundance of raw ma- 
terials. Russia is richer in that 
realm. It is due to a combination 
of management and labor, to the 
genius of free men, functioning in 
various capacities in the manu- 
facture of our needs. 


The Russians operate under a 


controlled system, both manage- 
ment and labor being servants of 
the state. Russian manufacturers, 
even 
with 
the 
assistance of 


American, German and British 
managerial skills, were far be- 
hind before World War II when 
the United States poured 11 bil- 
lion dollars into that country and 
gave them our models, plans and 
managerial skill. 


OUR GREAT ' achievement in 


World War II was in the factory, 
mill and mine. We so outpro- 
duced our enemies that they had 
no chance. 


Lloyd W. Hargest, former chief, 


statistics and reports, and record- 
er, Army-Navy production award 
board of the Pittsburgh ordnance 
district, has produced a book en- 
titled To The Unsung Heroes Of 
The Production Front, which tells 
the full story of the Army-Navy 
"E" in the Pittsburgh area. 


The Army-Navy "E" evolved 


from the Navy "E", which origi- 
nated in 1906 and was an award 
of merit not only to the owners 
and management of a plant but to 
the workers. It was an expres- 
sion of gratitude by the govern- 
ment for excellence of service in 
the national defense. 


Mr. Hargest gives the long and 


complex history of how the Army 
and Navy joined in providing a 
unified "E" and it is astonishing 
how complicated a simple matter 
can become once the bureaucrats 
get hold of it. 


In the course of the war, most 


of the outstanding producers of 
American products were granted 
the "E" amid 
exciting cere- 


monies, some sooner, some later. 
The C.I.O. and the A.F.L. got into 
the picture and apparently were 
able to bring influence to bear in 
Washington to favor companies 


Victory For Ideas 
T H'ACH DAY'S news shows the military phase 


•^ •" of the Korean war moving toward victori- 
ous completion. The fall of Pyongyang, capi- 
tal of North Korea, probably will mark the 
collapse of the last organized resistance to the 
United Nations forces. 


But that will not be victory. 
It has taken two great wars and their after- 


math to prove that there is no victory worth 
having which does not include victory for 
ideas. Korea will be no nearer to independence 
and security from invasion when the Korean 
war of 1930 is over than it was when the war 
beean. 


Certainly it will be no nearer than it was 


in 1945, when the United States and the Soviet 
I'mon split responsibility for its affairs be- 
tucen them, then muffed their responsibility so 
badly that the Koreans drifted into civil war. 


It is easy to blame Russian communism for 


everything that happened because invasion of 
South Korea was inspired by the Kremlin. 
But the United States was at fault, too. 


It was not prepared to help South Korea 


set up a stable government which could com- 
mand confidence. 
It did not give the South 


Koreans enough military security to 
offset 


Russia's aid to the North Koreans. 
It failed 


tho Republic of Korea as a civil and military 
counsellor. 


that signed up with them and to 
withhold or delay the award o: 
the "E" to companies that did not 
have contracts with them. 


MR. HARGEST, In this book 


devotes considerable space to the 
troubles of the Weirton Steel Co. 
which has not had a strike tor 1' 
years, yet whose workers have 
not been affiliated with the C.I.O 
or the A.F.L. 


Its "E" award was delayed de- 


spite its astonishing productivity 
and record of firsts, entirely be- 
cause of C.I.O. 
objections 
to 


awarding an independent 
union 


that would not strike in time oi 
war. When the award was finally 
granted, the C.I.O. United Steel- 
workers claimed the credit for 
getting it for a union which was 
not affiliated with it. The union 
letter on the subject is quoted by 
Mr. Hargest as saying: 


"Yet, in spite of the many rec- 


ords made at Weirton, it is to be 
remembered that the War Pro- 
duction Board refused to act on 
the award until the company 
agreed to obey the order of the 
court to comply with the law pro- 
tecting the right of workers to 
join the U.S.A.-C.I.O. or any 
union of their choice. It is to be 
remembered, also, that it was 
through the gallant fight of the 
U.S.A.-C.I.O. that the company 
was forced to comply." 


There must be other cases of 


this nature throughout the United 
States, but this is the only one re- 
ported in this book—instances of 
the War Production Board and 
other agencies of government ac- 
cepting guidance in public mat- 
ters from the C.I.O. or the A.F.L., 
even in wartime, where all the 
force of government should be 
put behind production. 


So we now find that In the 


midst of war strikes and threats 
of strikes continue in various In- 
dustries. No credit is given those 
independent u n i o n s of free 
American workers who refuse to 
strike. 


The deeper we get into the 


present war, the more serious will 
become this problem of placing 
union affiliation before the needs 
of the country. 


There is no evidence that the 


C.I.O. is willing to serve this 
country, without strikes, dis- 
turbances and stoppages as our 
boys are doing at the front. No- 
body strikes in Korea or asks the 
C.I.O.'s permission to fight.

As political leaders, they ask the 
people to vote upon measures and 
candidates as the leaders urge. 
Especially they ask the people to 
ote against candidates whom the 
eaders disapprove, as illustrated 
>y the conspicuous case of Sen- 
ator Robert A. Taft of Ohio. 


One wonders If the labor lead- 


ers and spokesmen recognize the 
incongruity of their dual activity 
—demand by them for wage 
raises certain to result in a higher 
cost of living which the people 
do not want and simultaneous ap- 
peal by them to the people to 
vote in the congressional election 
as the labor spokesmen urge. 


If the incongruity is recognized 


by voters generally, the effect on 
the outcome of the election could 
be the opposite of what the labor 
leaders desire. 


IN ANY event the activity of 


labor leaders in the present cam- 
paign is an extraordinary phe- 
nomenon. Both the two great 
labor organizations have formal 
allied organizations created for 
political work—the C.I.O. Politi- 
cal Action Committee and the 
A.F.L. League For Political Edu- 
cation. 


The two co-operate and in a 


large number of states and dis- 
tricts are fused in "joint labor 


committees". 
On the state and 


district level it is tenable to esti- 
mate that these political arms of 
labor are in many cases more 
minutely organized and more vig- 
orous than the local organizations 
of the two great political parties. 


While the broad aim of the 


labor political organizations is to 
achieve power in Congress, spe- 
cific aims are to a marked extent 
punitive. 


While they support & number 


of proposals, chiefly ones put for- 
ward in President T r u m a n ' s 
legislative programs, they em- 
phasize appeal to the voters to 
defeat members of Congress run- 
ning for re-election who voted 
against such 
measures. 
Their 


technique is illustrated by a 
broadside in the A.F.L. League 
Reporter of Oct. 9 dealing with 
the vote in the present Congress 
on President Truman's attempt 
to bring about repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley labor law. 


Members of Congress, Demo- 


cratic or Republican, who voted 
to "keep" the Taft-Hartley law 
are put in one list as "labor's 
enemies". Members who voted to 
kill the law are in another list as 
"labor's friends". 


CITIZENS who read the litera- 


ture of the labor political organi- 
zations, or who meet "door-bell 
ringing" volunteer workers of 
these organizations, who urge 
citizens to register and go to tae 
polls—such citizens can hardly 
fail to be aware of a simultane- 


ous activity of labor leaders, the 
demand of the C.I.O. union oJ 
steelworkers for a wage raise. 


That such a raise, if granted 


will be followed by an increase 
in the price of steel and of goods 
containing steel and hence in cosl 
of living, is as inevitable as any 
relation of economic cause and 
effect can be. This is not ma- 
terially modified by the fact that 
the President now has authority 
enacted by Congress last July, to 
control prices. 


There was price control by 


government during 1945-46. But 
the government was obliged in 
case after case to recognize that 
higher wages mean higher cost of 
manufacture and that in most 
cases higher cost of manufacture 
necessitates higher prices in one 
degree or another. 


It is as certain as the sequence 


of the seasons that the wage raise 
recently demanded and got by 
workers in the textile industries 
will be followed by higher prices 
paid by the people for wearing 
apparel next spring. One current 
demand for a wage raise is in the 
important and widespread rail- 
road industry. 


If this raise takes place, we are 


virtually certain to see as a se- 
quence increases in passenger 
rates and freight rates. Increases 
in freight rates are an addition to 
the cost of goods carried by rail- 
roads. Directly or indirectly they 
ramify into the prices of nearly 
everything.

For Initiative Bill 
Before Legislature 


The East Liverpool Teachers 


Association has launched a cam- 
paign to secure 300 signatures on 
a petition to initiate 8 minimum 
salary bill in Ohio. 


Milton R. Watson, principal of 


Garfield School, has been named 
captain of the team to circulate 
the petitions. The bill is spon- 
sored by the Ohio Education As- 
sociation. 


Mr. Watson and Ira C. Sayre, 


president of the city association, 
attended a meeting of captains, 
superintendents and 
association 


heads from Columbians, Trum- 
bull and Mahoning counties at 
Youngstown Tuesday night when 
the work of securing signatures 
in the three-county area was dis- 
cussed. 


Teachers will attempt to secure 


200,000 signatures. The petitions 
must contain at least 3 per cent 
of the number of votes cast for 
governor in the preceding elec- 
tion. 


The petitions must be filed with 


the secretary of state at least 10 
days before the legislature con- 
venes. The bill is then submitted 
to the legislature by the secre- 
tary. 


If the legislature fails to act 


after four months, a petition for 
a referendum must be circulated. 
The bill then will be submitted 
to the voters at the following 
November election. 


The proposed "floor" fixes the 


starting salary of a college grad- 
uate with four years of training 
and a bachelor's degree at $2,400 
with increments of $100 per yea
